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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable by Bloebaum. 
Bloebaunn basically disclosed a portable information terminal similar to the 

portable information terminal as claimed in the present invention. For example, Figure 2 
is a block diagram of a mobile terminal with integrated GPS receiver for receiving the 
GPS signals. The mobile terminal 100 shown in Figure 2 also has the storage unit and 
the display section 124 for displaying the messages to users. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U-S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
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as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claims 2-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bloebaum (US 2002/0082774A1 ) and in view of Naruse (US 6369751 ). 

Claims 2-12: Bloebaum basically disclosed a portable information terminal similar 
to the portable information terminal as claimed in the present invention. For example, 
Figure 2 is a block diagram of a mobile terminal with integrated GPS receiver for 
receiving the GPS signals. The mobile terminal 100 shown in Figure 2 also has the 
storage unit and the display section 124 for displaying the messages to users. 
However, Bloebaum did not teach about the act of correlating data as recited in the 
claims. Naruse has been found as the secondary reference discloses the missing 
feature from Bloebaum. Naruse disclosed a wireless mobile terminal, wherein the GPS 
signals received from the GPS receiver input to the correlation circuit. Therefore, it 
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would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the system of Bloebaum to include the teachings of Naruse for 
retrieving the geographic data, location data or the like when the mobile terminal located 
at that location. 

Claims 13-21 : As discussed above the combination of Bloebaum and Naruse 
disclose all of the features recited in those claims. Bloebaum disclosed a portable 
information terminal comprises a storage medium for enabling the computer (See 
Figure 2) to execute a method of storing location information data (Figure 2), receiving 
location infornriation by GPS receiver (Figure 1), extracting data, and a display 124 for 
notifying users (Figure 2). Bloebaum did not teach the concept of correlation as recited 
in those claims. Naruse disclosed a mobile terminal, wherein the GPS signals received 
from the GPS receiver input to the correlation circuit. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the system of Bloebaum to include the teachings of Naruse for retrieving the 
geographic data, location data or the like when the mobile terminal located at that 
location.
